that he was soon to be identified ag 
Erich Muenter, alleged wife-mur- 
derer. was the statement made here 
tonight by Dist.-Atty. Lewis J. Smith 
Jof Nassau county. 

“Holt,” he said, “evidently felt the 
web of identification that was bein 
woven about him and thought it beat 
to kill himself before he was con- 
fronted with the evidence that he was 
in reality Muenter.“ 

Holt was identified as Erich Muen- 
ter, the Harvard instructor, who dts- 
appeared after being indicted as the 
murderer of his wife, Leona, in Cam. 
bridge, Mass., in 1906. 

The identification was made by S. 
P. Smith, State detective of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office of Middlesex 
county, Massachusetts; Theodore Hil- 
lier, an automobile man of Cam- 
bridge, and A. T. Brown, a Boston 
newspaper man. 


TALLIED WITH HOLT. 


Detective Smith brought with him 
from Boston the Bertillon measure- 
ments of Muenter and it was found 
that they tallied with Holt's measure- 
ments. 

Dist.-Atty. Lewis J. Smith of Nas- 
sau county announced after the iden- 
tification had been made that he con- 
sidered it definitely established that 
Muenter and Holt were the same per- 
son. 

Mr. Smith said detectives connected 
with the District Attorney's office had 
discovered today that there had been 
a few explosions in the woods near 
Central Park, L. I., where Holt made 
his temporary headquarters, before 
his attack on Mr. Morgan. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said he thought it pos- 
sible that a small quantity of the 
dynamite that Holt had might be ac- 
counted for in this way, the theory 
being that Holt had used it for ex- 
perimental purposes, 

The identification of Holt as Muen- 
ter came after the three men, Smith, 
Hillier and Brown had made a care- 
ful examination of Holt’s body. Holt's 
teeth were carefully examined by 
Smith, who stated that the gold bridge 
in the-upper right jaw was the same 
as that in the mouth of Muenter. The 
detective told the Nassau county au- 
thorities that he was positive of his 
identification. 
Thomas Hillier, who lIlved with 
Muenter and drove him to the rail 
road station the night that Muenter 
disappeared, was equally positive that 
the dead man was the former Harvard 


instructor. 


However, an incident which the 
authorities were free to admit does 
not strengthen the belief that Holt 
was Muenter, occurred here tonight 
when Thomas J. Reidy, attorney of 
record for Holt, received from Holt's 
relatives in Dallas the information 
necessary to get a death certificate. It 
will be proved, it said, that Holt was 
born near Milwaukee, Wis. and that 
his father’s name was Frank Holt 
and his mother’s name unknown.. 
Muenter, the authorities remembered, 
was born in Germany. The inquest 
into Holt’s death will be held at 
Hempstead tomorrow. 

HOW HE DIED. 
After an investigation of the clir- 
cumstances surrounding Holt’s death, 
William Hulse, warden of the Nassau 
County Jail at Mineola, issued the fol- 
léwing statement today: 
“Holt met his death by plunging 
from the bars of his cell. He fell 
eighteen feet. His keeper, O’Ryan, 
was in charge of him, and I always be- 
lieved that O’Ryan was a trustworthy 
man. His orders from me were never 
to take his eyes off the prisoner. He 
was told that if he wanted anything he 
should rap on the bars with a club 
and that his summons would be an- 
swered by another keeper.

But so far as offi- 
cials here are concerned the proposals 
of that government are unacceptable. 
They do not even want Mr.. Wilson to 
make a reply, preferring to await the 
complete formal note from Berlin. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, considered the matter of 
such moment that he deemed it ad- 
visable to come personally to Wash- 
ington and to discuss his government's 
proposals with Mr. Lansing. 

These prceposals, as the world 
knows, contetnplate the continuan-e 
of Germany's submarine operations 
under conditions which would get the, 
Un. 4 States into trouble with the 
allies. It is impossible at the instance 
of Germany for this government to 
say to Great Britain that if the latter 
will cease ite stoppage of innoceat 
trade with Germany the Berlin gov- 
ernment will surrender submarine 
warfare against mercantile 

Tt is impossible for the United 
States to agree to the German sug- 
gestion that German Consuls deter- 
mine whether a cargo carried by a4 

r liner will subject that liner 
to destruction or enable her to pro- 
ceed in safety through the German 
war zone about the British Isles. It 
is impossible for this government to 
agree that American citizens shall 
not travel on vessels carrying muni- 
tions of war. The impossibility of ac- 
cepting any of these proposals is due 
to the realization that such action 
would arouse Great Britain, France 
and Russia. 

SENTIMENT OF ALLIES. 

The state of feeling, on the part of 
these allies against Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary is so intense that any 
concession made to Germany which 
in any way violates the principles set 
forth in the first Lusitania note of 
President Wilson would be regarded 
by them as inimical to their interests 
and involve the United States in seri- 
ous negotiations with them.

FEARS FOR LINER. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 7.—Fears for the 
safety of the Cunard line steamship 
Saxonia were dissipated late today 
when a wireless message saying there 
were no bombs aboard, was received 
here from her captain in answer to 
the warning sent out that Frank Holt 
had asserted that the boat and the 
steamship Philadelphia of the Ameri- 
can line were in danger of internal 
explosions today. Earlier a reply had 
been received from the Philadelphia 
that no bombs were found aboard her. 
The belief that Holt was Erich Muen- 
ter, fugitive Harvard instructor and 
alleged wife murderer, was strength- 
ened here today by identification of 
the dead man as Muenter by three 
men who knew the latter. 

The dynamite with which Holt in- 
tended, it is believed, to destroy the 
Saxonia and the Philadelphia was a 
part of a shipment of 100 pounds re- 
ceived by Holt recently at Syosset, 
L. I., under the alias of C. Hendricks. 
Seventy pounds of the dynamite have 
been accounted for. Three pounds 
were taken to Washington for the 
bomb exploded in the capitol; the re- 
maining sixty-seveh pounds were 
found last night in a trunk in this 


Police search for the other thirty 
pounds of the shipment had uncov- 
ered no trace of it at noon today. It 
was possible, the police said, that this 
thirty pounds was aboafd the two 
steamers. 

The wireless warning, in the case of 
the Philadelphia., resulted in a thor- 
ough search at sea of the Philadel- 
phia’s cargo, it was inferred from the 
message received from the steamer’s 
captain. The bomb, if any was 
aboard, was not found. 

EXAMINE PACKAGES. 

Detectives examined all the left- 
over packages on the piers of the 
American and Cunard lines today, but 
none of them seemed to tally with the 
description of the dynamite bomb 
they were working on. The police do 
not think the bomb, if it was sent, 
was dispatched by parcel post. 

The police learned today that Holt 
had bought 100 fulminating caps, 100 
feet of fuse, 100 electrical explosive 
caps and 200 sticks of dynamite from 


a powder company here. This order 


was delivered to Holt at Central Park, 

I., on June 29.

The fisst evidence of a diseased mind 
was contained in a pamphiet he is 
supposed to have written and mailed 
from New Orleans to President Eliot 
and members of the faculty after he 


of charges tha: he had murdered his 
wife with poison. 

Considered by his intimates as ec- 
centric, Muenter nevertheless was re- 
garded as a diligent student and 
courteous gentleman, who was not 
likely to do anything to attract par- 
ticular attention. The issuance of the 
booklet created astonishment, as it 
was a bitter tirade against society, 
threatening revenge upon the “com- 
munity” which he had declared had 


unjustly accused him. The writer 
gave convincing proof of an unbal- 
anced mind. 


GOT A DEGREE. 

Muenter came to Harvard in 1904 
with a degree from the University of 
Chicago and a record of service as an 
instructor in the University of Kan- 
sas. Entered at Harvard as a candi- 
date for the advanced degree of Doc- 
tor of Philosophy, he received an ap- 
pointment as instructor in the ee 
mentary German courses. He was 
accompanied here by his wife, for- 
merly Leone Krembs of Chicago, and 
their \-year-old daughter. On April 
6. 1906, a second child was born. 
Mrs. Muenter believed in mental 
healing, did not call in a physician 
until just before the birth of the in- 
fant, and the physician withdrew 
from the case when he learned that 
his directions were not being fol- 
lowed. A mental healer then visited 
Mrs. Muenter. At midnight April 15 
Muenter told the nurse to get some 
rest and said he would stay with the 
patient. At 6 o'clock the following 
morning he informed the nurse that 
Mrs. Muenter had died. 

The physician, whose advice had 
been disregarded, refused to issue a 
death certificate, and the medical ex- 
aminer, believing that the circum- 
stances justified an autopsy, sent the 
woman's stomach to the Harvard 
Medical School for analysis. 

In the meantime Muenter urged 
that he be allowed to take the body 
to Chicago for burial, and the med- 
ical examiner permitted him to do so 
and issued a certificate ascribing death 
to stomach trouble following child- 
birth. Muenter did not return to 
Cambridge. 

PRESENCE OF POISON.

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) July 7.—

Forty State superintendents of the 
Anti-Saloon League addressed two 
meetings held simultaneously, and 
told of the progress being made to 
bring about a complete suppression of 
the liquor traffic. 

At the morning session former Gov. 
Foss of Massachusetts said national 
prohibition was the only remedy to 
prevent decay in this country, and to- 
night other speakers roused enthusi- 
asm by attacking the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicants. 

The national board of directors 
adopted resolutions urging Congress 
to submit the proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution to the 
people of all the States so that they 
may .determine whether they want 
— prohibition. 

TAMMANY AND BARNES.

Japanese Divinator Says a| 
Master will Appear 


And Bring Order Out of the 
Chaos Next Summer. 


‘Predicts Great Future for 
Imperial V alley. 


Dr. Donsho Kodama, Japanese 
divinator and close student of the sci- 
ence of ekigaker, the practice of divi-+- 
nation supposed to have been used by 
Confucius, predicted yesterday that 
some time during the summer of 1916 
a strong man, resembling most a re- 


rise amid the ruins of Mexico, and by 
sheer strength of will and purpose 
will bring pacification to that battle- 
scarred country... 

Inasmuch as Prof. Kodama has 
heretofore predicted events that have 
eventually come true, the statement 
made yesterday will not be regarded 
in the light of a fantastic dream by 
many who know of his prophecies. 
Thousands of persons of all nationali- 
ties have been looking forward to just 
such a solution of the Mexican prob- 
lem, and they will be inclined to take 
heart at the words of Prof. Kodama, 
whose single boast is that he fails but 
once out of a possible ten times. 

Centuries ago the Chinese wrote in 
a book-——the Ti-King— the secrets o 
divination called ekigaker. K. Taka- 
shima, noted millionaire of the Japa- 
nese empire, who has been called the 
wisest Japanese that ever lived, de- 
voted his life to the study of these 
symbols. Prof. Kodama was the favor- 
ite pupil of Takashima, and studied 
the science of divination for twenty-. 
one years, 

STUDIES NEW WORLD. 

Later Kodama went to China, and 
for some time was confidential ad- 


few months ago he came to America 
for a tour of the United States and 
Mexico, studying conditions and peo- 
ple of the New World. 

When Prof. Kodama came to Los 
Angeles, a week ‘g0 before the 
Mayoralty election, he consulted his 
symbols, and unhesitatingly predicted 
that Charles E. Sebastian would be 
elected Mayor by a small plurality. All 
this withodt knowing conditions, and 
at a time when it appeared that Mayor 
Sebastian would be carried into office 


swamp all opposition. 

His methods are simple. Yet it 
would seem he gets the desired results. 
He does not speak English, talking 
through an interpreter. 

“I pray to my Ged and he sends 
me symbols.” Prof. Kodama said yes- 
terday. “There are 384 major symbols 
and 69,383 minor symbols. Through 
these I understand what m- master 
wishes to tell me. I am nothing—my 
God is all. 

“He sent me symbols recently tell- 
ing me that Mexico will soon be paci- 
fied. The early summer of next year 
will see a new ruler. He will be only 
temporary. Shortly after this new 
ruler, the strong man who is to govern 
Mexico for many years will take com- 
mand. He will be neither Villa nor 
Carranza, but will resemble Gen. Diaz. 

“While he rules Mexico will live in 
peace. All troubles will be smoothed 
out, and the country will gradually 
regain its prosperity. 

ABOUT HUERTA.

Many Angelenos Taking Camp Sftes 
Offered by Government in Angeles 
National Forest. 

The vacation home season in the big 
woods of the Angeles National Forest 
is on, and scores of Angelenos and the 
lovers of nature from various sections 
are securing residence sites in the re- 
serve.

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A neutral vessel carrying goods from a 
neutral port to a neutral port may not, un- 
der “internatienal law” or any law-—divine 
or human—be seized on the high seas by 
a belligerent, for the oceans are free, and

It must be en- 
forced by armed vessels, and such vessels 
must be within a prescribed distance of the 
entrance to the biockaded harbor. 

A British cruiser may lawfully capture or 
destroy an American ship that attempts to 
enter a- blockaded German port. She may 
also capture or destroy an American ship 
which is seeking to escape a blockaded Ger- 


man port. A German cruiser or submarine | 


may similarly capture or destroy an Amer 


‘| lean ship which attempts to enter or leave 


a British port. : 

But a lawful seizure and capture or de 
struction of a neutral vessel which is at- 
tempting to rin a blockade of an enemy 
port becomes an act of piracy when the 
seizure or destruction is effected upon the 
high seas. 

The right of blockade is limited to enemy 
ports. England has no right to blockade 
Amsterdam because between Amsterdam 
and Germany there is land communication 
over which supplies consigned to and un- 
loaded at Amsterdam may be transmitted 
to Germany. 

Germany has no right to blockade Barce 
lona or Santander in Spain because supplies 
can be carried across the Pyrenees into 
France, nor to blockade Stockholm in Swed- 
en because goods can be sent across the 
Gulf of Bothnia into Russia. 

In the case of the Peterhoff (5 Wall., 
U. S. 54,) it was held by the Supreme Court 
of the United States that there was no au- 
thority in international law for the block- 
ade of the Rio Grande so as to affect trade 
with the Mexican side of the river. 

The right to establish a blockade of the 
high seas, to declare that the seacoast of a 
country twenty, fifty or a hundred miles 
from shore, is a war zone is a right never 
before asserted by any power and will never 
be conceded by maritime nations or 
as a principle of international law. 

But it is profitless to discuss questions of 
international law, for there is no interna- 
tional law, and if there were, “inter arma 

Law is a rule of action prescribed by a 
superior to an inferior power, and a rule 
which nobody has power to make, and no- 
body has power to interpret, and nobody 
has power to enforce, is as ineffective as 
the Pope’s bull against the comet, or the 
command of Canute to the incoming tide to 
advance no further. ‘ 

The great English jurist, Lord Coleridge, 
said: “International law is an inexact ex- 
pression, and it is apt to mislead if its inex- 
actness is not kept in mind. Law implies 
a lawgiver and a tribunal capable of en- 
forcing it and coercing its transgressors. 
But there is no common lawgiver to sover- 
eign states; and no tribunal has the power 
to bind them by decree or coerce them if 
they transgress. The law of nations is that 
collec of usages which civilized states 
have to observe in their dealings 
with one another. What these usages are, 
whether a particular one has or has not 
been agreed to, must be matter of evidence. 
Treaties and acts of state are but evidence 
of the agreement of nations.” ä 

An American vessel loaded with cotton 
belonging to an American owner and con- 
signed to Rotterdam is stopped upon the 
high seas by a British cruiser and destroyed. 
The vessel destroyed is neutral, her desti- 
nation is neutral and her cargo is non- 
contraband. The act of seizure and de- 
struction was an unwarrantable violation 
of the law of nations. But what tribunal is 
to enforce the law of nations? It is an ele- 
mentary principle of law that the court in 
which an action is brought must have juris- 
diction of the person o! the defendant and 
of the subject matter. If a British vessel 
belonging to a British subject collides with 
and sinks an American vessel belonging to 
an American citizen, and the offender after- 
wards enters an American harbor, the own- 
er of the sunken ship can bring an action 
against the owner and captain of the British 
ship and impound the vessel as security 
for the satisfaction of any judgment that 
may be recovered. 

But if the ship that wrought the destruc- 
tion is a British government ship, com- 
manded by a British naval officer, the suf- 
terer is remedilezs. He cannot sue George 
the Fifth and he cannot tie up H. B. M.’s 
war vessel. He can only appeal to the 
United States for aid and the United States 
will aid him. It will state the case to the 
government of His Britannic Majesty and 
the government of His B. M. will look into 
it—as soon as it is not otherwise engaged, 
and, in the meantime, will convey to the 
United States the renewed assurances of 
its distinguished consideration. And after 
a reasonable time for investigation, five or 
six years for instance, it will apologize for 
the enthusiastic act of its captain, whom

away from the polls. 
The investigation began on January 22 
and witnesses were heard for eighty-five 
days, the entire number examined being 
1837. And yet, during all this time, very 
little was heard of the matter, and the in- 
dictment came as a surprise to a great por- 
tion of the public. | | 

Both the prosecutor in charge of the case 
and the judge to whom the indictment was 
returned are considered to be men of high 
character, and there is a general belief that 
there were frauds of some description in 
the last election at Indianapolis, though 
very few claim to know what was their ex- 
tent or which of the numerous defendants, 
if any, were involved in them. It is believed, 


‘| however, that it will be much more difficult 


to obtain a conviction of any great number 
of the accused before an Indianapolis jury 
2 it was to convict the Terre Haute con- 
spirators in the Federal Court with a jury 
taken from all parts of the State. 

Without passing upon the guilt of any- 
body in this special case an impression 
prevails throughout the State that there is 
entirely too much “statesmanship” of this 
particular character in control of Indlanap- 
olis .elections.

Explosions declared to have been 
Caused by a gasoline stove early last 
night were the cause of a fire which 
damaged to the extent of about $30,- 
000 the East Sixth-street Market and 
gutted three stalls, damaging by water 
and smoke half a dozen other places 
of business, 

According to the police detectives 
who investigated, the blaze had its 
start in the rear of the Gon-Kee-Jan 
Company at No. 1336 Produce street, 
where the explosions occurred. The 
blaze spread to the W. R. Lundy 
Company. No. 1340 Produce street, 
and the P. Ferraris Banana Company, 
No. 1334 Produce street, and also 
damaged the Peterson Produce Com- 
pany, No. 1338 Produce street. A num- 
ber of other produce establishments 
and fruit stalls were damaged by 
smoke and water. 

From the exploding gasoline stove 
in the Gon-Kee-Jan Company store 
the fire leaped to the woodwork of the 
stall, and spread from there to the 
second story of the establishment. 

Before the firemen were able to 
bring the water to play on the blaze, 
the flames had spread to the stalls on 


*| both sides and the entire center of 


the market was ablaze. Three engines 
poured water from a score of lines be- 
— the flre was brought under con- 
tp building in which the damaged 
owned by the 
Los Angeles City Market Company, 
and, according to the fire department, 
was damaged to the extent of about 
$10,000. The principal loss was in- 
curred when the fruit which was 
stored in the different stalls was de- 
stroyed by the fire, water and smoke. 

Dense fumes caused by burning 
fruit and green stock for a while hin- 
dered the firemen in their work, but 
after emoke helmets were donned, 
the men were able to enter the burn- 
ing building and the fine was soon un- 
der control. No one was injured al- 
though several firemen were slightly 
overcome by smoke. 

For a time following the fire the 
police believed the blaze was of in- 
cendiary origin, but after the discov- 
ery was made that a gasoline stove 
had exploded in the rear of the Chi- 
nese store, the investigation was 
abandoned.

Neutrality Cases. 


San Francisco and Chicago 
Indictments May Lead 
to Embassies, 


Germans and English Accused 
of Conspiracy in Recent 
Enlistments. 


Sir Cecil Spring- Rice Asks 
‘How Far United States 
Intends to Go.

AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 

THE TIMES, July 8.— Indict- 

ments charging violations of the 
United States neutrality laws were re- 
turned by the Federal grand jury to- 
day in the United States District Court 
against sixteen individuals, including 
several well-known San Francisco 
business men, and four corporations, 
all of whom are charged with either 
direct violation of both the letter and 
spirit of American neutrality, or with 
conspiracy to aid such violation. In 
most of the cases the defendants are 
charged with both offenses. 

Although the indictments were or- 
dered placed on the secret file, and 
United States Attorney John W. Pres- 
ton maintained absolute secrecy as to 
the identity of the indicted men, it is 
known that the list contains the 
names of Ralph K. Blair, a partner 


of Supervisor Charles A. 
the printing firm of Blair & Murdotk, 
and of Philip R. Thayer, president of 
the Northern and Southern Steamship 
Company, alleged to be the owners of 
the steamship Sacramento. 


THE SACRAMENTO CASE. 


Two widely-divergent cases of al- 
leged violation of neutrality are em- 
braced in the indictments. One is the 
case of the steamship Sacramento, 
charged with delivering a cargo from 
this port to German war vessels in 
‘southern waters. The other is the so- 
called recruiting case, In which it is 
charged that men were recruited in 
this city and shipped to England for 
service in the English army. . 

In the recruiting cases t indict- 
ments were against, five individuals, 
including Blair, and one corporation. 
In the Sacramento case eleven indi- 
viduals and three corporations are in- 
dicted. 

Although the names of both the 
German and English Consuls have 
been freely mentioned in connection 
with the grand jury investigation,

AMERICAN FARMERS RAISE THE 
LARGEST CROP ON RECORD. 

Wheat will be Close to a Billion | 
Bushels While Corn Reaches the 
Enormous Amount of 2,814,000,000 
Bushels—Prices are Holding up 
Well

WASHINGTON, July 8—American 
farmers, confronted with feeding the 
world while Europe is at war, have 
planted record acreages of all princi- 
pal crops. Moreover, official esti- 
mates made public today by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. disclose 


prospects of production exceeding the 
average of the last six years in 41 
most every important crop. Based 
On the growing conditions of July 
1, some foodstuffs crops give promise 
pef-new-recerdas Their money 
promise, records accordingly. 

Corn, greatest and most valuable of 


an area of 109,273,000 acres, halt a 
million more than ever planted to 
that crop before—and is expected to 
produce 2,814,000 bushels. Des- 
pite wet and cold weather for seven 
weeks, which has retarded growth 
and cultivation in the important 
corn States and forced the condition 
3.5 per cent. below the ten-year aver- 
age, the new crop, nevertheless, is 
estimated to be 106,000,000 bushels 
greater than the 1 ten years’ aver- 
age, and 141,000,000 greater than last 
year’s production. | 

The outlook for the 1,000,000,000- 
bushel wheat yield continues to grow. 
Latest estimates raise the prospective 
production to 963,000,000 bushels, an 
increase of 13,000,000 bushels since 
the last estimate. Winter wheat, 
however, shows a 9.7 per cent drop 
in condition which reduces its pros- 
pective production 8,000,000 bushels. 
That is ascribed to rains in Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Oklahoma. Other 
States were reported practically the 
game or better than a month ago. 
The Hessian fiy’s depredations are 
not reflected in the June report.

“MILLION LOSS STORM. 


Total Darkness. 


Cincinnati is Making Valiant Effort to Recover from 
Worst Wind and Rain in its History—Hundred 
Houses Leveled and Most of 


Suburbs Were Left in 


twenty-five known dead, ten 

missing and property loss that 
will exceed $1,000,000, Cincinnati is 
| making a valiant effort tonight to re- 
cover from probably the worst wind 
and rainstorm of its history. . 
At 9:30 o'clock last night the 
storm broke; one-half hour later the 
city and its suburbs lay in almost 
total darkness, its telephone system 
paralyzed, its street car service com- 
pletely suspended, and its citizens 
groping to ascertain the toll the storm 
has exacted. 

Two steamboats had gone down in 
the Ohio River, one having hit a 
bridge pier, while the other was over- 
turned by the terrific force of the 
gale; probably 100 houses were leveled 
to the ground, a half-dozen lofty 
church spires were toppled, and when 
the full extent of the damage was 
ascertained late today, it was found 
that few houses in the city had es- 
caped damage. 

The streets of the downtown district 
were strewn with electric light signs 
and plate glass windows, while in 
the residence section and in the 
suburbs even wagon and automobile 
traffic was made impossible by hun- 
dreds of trees uprooted and thrown 
across the thoroughfares. Probably 
fifty clubhouses along the Ohio River 
were swept into the stream and float- 
ed away.

AT TERRACE PARK. 

At Terrace Park, a suburb, a spe- 
cial train carrying race horses from 
Latonia to the eastern tracks was 
wrecked. Had the train succeeded in 
gOing 150 yards farther it would have 
ran into a deep cut, shielded on both 
sides by high walls of earth, and 
probably would not have been mo- 
lested by the storm. As it was, nine- 
teen thoroughbred horses were killed 
or injured so that they later had 
to be destroyed, three of their care- 
takers were killed, while a number of 
others, including several jockeys were 
injured.

ability to reach an agreement with 
the three men regarding a division. 

In preparation for the trial, the 
attorney disclosed facts in connec- 
tion with the operations of a notori- 
ous counterfeiting gang. which in 
1868 is supposed to have been re- 
sponsible for the death of the cat- 
tleman. The identity of the victim 
was never disclosed. 

The evidence was placed before the 
Attorney-General in Des Moines and 
it was the latter who ordered the 
arrest of Huntsman. 

The money taken from the cattle- 
man was buried on the farm, and, in 
after years, it was said by officials 
today, Frank and Jesse James made

Mr. Robbins said tonight that the 


investigation so far conducted by the 
Attorney-General’s office had de- 
veloped: 

That in 1868 a gang of counter- 
feiters, composed of five men, had 
operated near Siam, Iowa. They held 
ten acres of land directly adjoining 
that subsequently occupied by Samuel 
Anderson, who dwelt in a frontier 
cabin. 

In 1868 this cabin was occupied by 
a widow, Mrs. Floyd Collins, and her 
children. Nearby dwelt her daugh- 
ter, who had married Jonathan Dark, 
a member of the gang. The counter- 
feiters used as a rendezvous a cave 
nearby. 

FATE OF CATTLE BUYER. 


Early in the fall of 1868 the gang 
began to talk of the expected visit 
of a cattle buyer, who was coming 
into that section to buy cattle and 
hogs, build immense corrals, and fat- 
ten the stock for market. They 
knew he would bring the cash with 
him as there were no banks in that 
vicinity in those days. They also 
knew he would make an overland 
trip as no railroads invaded the ter- 
ritory for miles around. 

On a moonlight night in September 
the Collins children heard a distur- 
bance near the cabin. Maria, a daugh- 
ter, who was 14 years old, went out 
on the porch to investigate. 

She heard the voices of men who 
seemed to be coming nearer. Sud- 
denly the men turned the corner upon 
her. They were carrying something 
heavy and limp in an old quilt. It 
was the body of a fine-appearing man 
whose clothing was of the best. 

Not far away a youthful member 
of the gang was holding an ox team. 
In the wagon was a chest. Seeing 
the girl, the men turned upon her 
and compelled her to promise never 
to reveal the facts to any living per- 


gon. 
BODY PLACED IN WELL. 

The body was placed in an old 
abandoned well, where it was care- 
fully covered. The chest was buried 
near the spring. The girl was com- 
pelled to wash the blood from the 
quilt and remove the tell-tale stains 
from the bandits’ clothing. 

Investigators from the Attorney- 
General's office have learned that the 
stock buyer and a—boy companion 
must have been waylaid on their way 
from the Eph Oxley farm, past the 
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Americans, Richard Martin, 
either of Chelsea, Mass., or 
Providence, R. I., and John Ma- 
honey, thought to have lived 
at No. 321 Third avenue, New 
York, were killed by the shell 
fire of the German submarine 
which attacked the British ship 
Anglo-Californian. — 

Eight members of her crew 
and her captain were killed and 
eight were wounded in the at- 
tack, which occurred July 4. The 
Anglo-Californian escaped.

IERCHANTUEN 
CARRY GUNS. 
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{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
LONDON, July 8.—‘‘Merchant ves- 
gels of 4 belligerent power are en- 
titled by established and uninterrupt- 
ed usage of the sea to carry and use 
armament in self-defense,” said Lord 
Robert Cecil, Parliamentary Under- 
Se retary for Foreign Affairs, in re- 
ply to t question put by Commander 
Carlton W. Bellairs in the House of 
Commons today. 

“Several neutral governments,” Lord 
Robert said, “were communicated 
with-in this matter at the .omthreak 
ot the war, and several more have 
been approached since as circum- 
| stances suggested. The principle of 
merchant ships carrying arms for self- 
defense has been generally recognized, 
and British ships so armed have been 
trading regularly with the various 
countries since an early stage of the 
war.” 

Commander Bellairs’s question was 
whether, in view of the unusual char- 
acter of the German attacks on un- 
armed merchant vessels, the govern- 
ment would ask all neutral govern- 
ments to allow merchant vessels

It started late yes- 
terday from an explosion in a for- 
ward hold, far away from the ammu- 
nition, which was stored aft. Al- 
though Capt. Claret did not say 80, 
line officials here believe that he had 
picked up the wireless warning sent 
to all ships and had caused a search 
to be made to ascertain if there were 
any bombs aboard. The fact that no 
further word was received tonight at 
the offices of the Atlantic Transport 
line was taken to indicate that the 
ship was making good progress. Offi- 
cials of the line awaited anxiously for 
a report from Capt. Claret as to the 
origin of the explosion because of the 
Holt . Officers of _ other 
lines which have now boats at sea 
were equally interested in hearing 
Claret’s report. 

HAD NO PASSENGERS.

Late today Holt’s body was shipped 
from Hempstead to Dallas, Tex,, 
where it was said he would be buried. 

The inquest into Holt's death, which 
was to be held today, was postponed 
until tomorrow because of the absence 
of Jeremiah O’ Ryan, the keeper of the 
jall who was detailed to guard Holt.
